Who so narrowly escaped lynching al 
Oxford last night were brought here 
this mornipg. 
Joseph Spivey, who 


, dangled in a noose from the limb of a 
tree in Oxford, is' a nervous wreck as a 
result of his awful experience. 
Louis 


Spivey, his brother, who figured in the 
shooting, affray, is reported to be in a 
critical condition. He was shot through 
the side. He has a chance to recover, 
however. Beth priscne-s appeared to 
be much relieved when they were plac- 
ed behind the bars in the Butler coun- 
ty jail. 


Joseph and Louis Spivey, who caused 


the' riot.and attempted lynching at Ox- 
ford Thursday afternoon, are now rest- 
ing, fairly easy. The bullet which struck 


. Louis Spivey entered his left side, mid- 


eu, who was pursuing the man in au 
alley. 
A posse of citizens went after 


the men and Louis Spivey was shot in 
the stomach by a ci'izen. The excite- 
ment was intense 
The three men were 


finally captured and lodged in jail. One 
of them ran almost k mile from the 
scene of the shooting.

In examining a human jaw bone

Professor Mills' theory is that the 


jaw was worn as an ornament, anc 
that the teeth were inserted to adc 
tc its appearance as an ornament The 
jaV was found, together with some cop- 
per ornaments, near a heap of crematei 
bones.

Officers' Report-Elective System Condemned 


—Extract From Report. 


Many ot the members of tho Ohio 


National Guard' say they liavo neve*' 
llred a riHc or DCJH drilled in aiming 
and sighting according to the report 
of the Unite States army officials who 
Inspected (he guard at the Newark 
camp. 
Portions of their reports arc 


no* published for the first time. 


The reports slate that none of the ar- 


rangements for securing horses for the 
cavalry and artillery are sat'sfactciy. 
but the Cleveland plan is the best. 


It is recommended that provision tie 


made by the state and government for 
the encouragement of both the cavalry 
and artillery and for giving the battal- 
ion of engineers means for technical 
military engineering practice. 


The elective svstem of officers im- 


posed by the 
Ohio constitution 
is 


Warned for bomp of the inefficiency of 
the infantry, along with labor condi- 
tions in several communities, lack of 
opportunity for drills in the open air 
and target nractice. It is said that com- 
manders see too little of their com- 
mands as a general rule. As a means* 
of overcoming the bad effects of the 
elective system it is suggested that 
there be a closer investigation into llie 


character IHuecs and efficiency of tho 
Guard oflicorrf. with a hint that fre- 
quent inspections might servo to brim; 
forth resignations and removals of of- 
ficers not up to requirements. 


It is recommended that the govern- 


ment issue a khaki uniform for general 
use in addition to the regulation uni- 
form and that en allowance of $5 per 
year per man be made to keep the uni- 
foim in repair Ihe care of arms is 
severely criticised, as is also the care 
of canteens, kitchen utensils etc. 


Practice with the rifle is reported to 


have boon soiely neglected, ana the 
drills in most instances show the neg- 
lect of study by the officers. It is rec- 
ommended that a money allowance-be 
made for omcero and men to Jcfray ex- 
penses in going to riflo ranges out of 
town for extended drill etc.
